1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Customs House

Agents (Amendment) Ordinance, 1926, and the Customs House 
Agents Ordinance, 1925, (hereinafter referred to as the Prin¬ 
cipal Ordinance) and this Ordinance may together be cited as 
the Customs House Agents Ordinances, 1925-1926. 


Short title. 


2. Section 2 of the Principal Ordinance is amended by 

the substitution of the words “for the transaction of business 

with the Customs Authorities in connection with the en ry” for 

the words “in the entry”.

3. Sections 3 (1) and 7 (1) of the Principal Ordinance 
are hereby amended bv the insertion of the words “with the 
Customs Authorities” after the word “business” wherever that
